DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is response to Applicants' AMENDMENT filed on 
04/26/2010 and Terminal Disclaimer filed on 05/25/2010 and Approved 
06/09/2010. 

2. Claims 1-16, 18-41 and 45 were cancelled. 

3. Claims 17, 42-44 and 64-53 allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application has been thoroughly reviewed. Upon searching a 
variety of databases, the examiner respectfully submits that claims 17, 42-44 and 
64-53 are allowed in light of the applicants' argument and in light of the prior arts 
of made record that combination of Krichilsky et al. (PUB. NO.: US 
2002/0156770 A1), Bowman et al. (US Patent No.: 6,006,225) and Krasnov 
(Pub. No.: US 2003/0101046 Al) fail to teach receiving data at an interface, the 
data being indicative or a proposed text for a new label, the new label being a 
proposed addition to a collection of labels that each have a corresponding term 
stored in the term text database, and wherein the collection of labels are user 
interface elements configured to identify a control within a user interface that is a 
displayable part of a computer software application; and identify therein a term 
associated with a text that has a desired correspondence to the proposed text

and that also has a related use characteristic that has a desired correspondence 
to a user characteristic associated with the proposed text. 



The dependent claims, being definite, further limiting, and fully enabled by 
the specification are also allowed.
